HE Papers contained in the following Sheets, are 

Mrs. Hare's Caſe with regard to the Dilapida- = 

ions demanded by the Biſhop of Chicheſter, the Biſhop's 4 
Anſwer, and her Reply in a Letter of Mr. Naylor's to 
the Biſhops of Sarum and Norwich, who were choſen 
Arbitrators between them. As theſe Papers fell acci- 1 
dentally into my Hands, and the Diſpute to avoid the 1 
neceſſary Expence and Tediouſneſs of a new & urvey, Was 1 
compounded between the two Parties without waiting for aan 
Award, I thought I could do no leſs, in Juſtice to the 
Memory of my deceaſed Friend the late Biſhop of Chi- 
cheſter, than to make them publick, that by doing ſo, the 
World might have it in their Power to e if there 


was any real Meglect in the late Biſhop, or Equity in the 
Demands of the preſent. 
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The CASE of Mrs. HA R E, touching 
the Claim of Dilapidations demanded by 
the Biſhop of Chicheſter. 


J HE See of Chicheſter being vacant on the Deceaſe of the 
late Dr. Hare, the preſent Biſhop was nominated for his 
Succeſſor; and tho' the * Palace was left in better Con- 
dition than Houſes almoſt ever are (the late Biſhop lea- 
ving Orders, when-ever he was abſent, to have the leaſt Trifle re- 
pair'd the Moment there was Occaſion for it) yet, as in ſo large a 
Building it is impoſſible ſome little Matters muſt not always be 
wanting, it was agreed two Workmen ſhould be appointed (the 
one by Mrs. Hare's Order, the other by the Biſhop's) to take a 
Survey of what Repairs were wanting, and make an Eſtimate of 
their Expence : Matthew Cooper and John Gates were accordingly 
appointed, and the following Eſtimate was made by them jointly, 
and ſigned with their own Hands, May 30, 1740.

A Demand widely diſtant from the firſt Eſtimate, but how 


unreaſonable a one, will appear from the following Conſide-

Imprimis, Can there be any Pretence for not abiding by the firſt 
Eſtimate made by two indifferent Workmen appointed by mutual 
Conſent ? | 4 

Secondly, Suppoſing there could be any Shadow of Reaſon 
for ſetting aſide the abovementioned Eſtimate, what Streſs or 
Weight can be laid upon any of the others, made by the Order of 
the Biſhop only, by his own Workmen, who had no Check upon 
them to examine the Neceſſity of the Articles they charged, or 
the Reaſonableneſs of the Prices, and who were likely to be Gain- 
ers in Proportion to the Work they could ſwell out for themſelves ? 
Surely People that have ſo ſtrong a Byaſs to ſway their Judgment, 
are very improper Evidence to be relied upon : And as for what 
the Biſhop may have already laid out in Repairs, he ſhould prove 
them neceſſary ones before he can pretend to be reimburſed by his 


Peredeceſſors. 


Thirdly, Suppoſing the Eſtimate of the Repairs made at the lat- 
ter End of Oclober were juſt ones, will Law, Reaſon, or Com- 
mon- Senſe oblige Executors to keep a Houſe in Repair Six Months 
after the Deceaſe of the Incumbent? Surely all that can be defired, 
is to leave the Palace in good Condition, when one leaves the See; 
and every one knows to keep ſuch a Houſe in repair for Six 
Months may very well coſt 25 or 30 Pounds; and this the late 
Biſhop has often ſaid, coſt him one Year with another Fifty Pounds 
in Repairs, though he found it in ſo good. Storms, High Winds, 
and even Rains will hurt Tiling, Lead and Stocco ; and who 
ſhould bear the Expence of maintaining them, but he that 
receives the Profits? Thus much for general Objections to the E- 
{timates. The particular Articles will not appear on Examination 
lets liable to Exception. 3 

In the firſt Bill, there are two Articles at leaſt for new laying 
the Leads over the Arcade amounting to 18 J. 6 s. 11 d. +. tho' 
it appears there was an Allowance by the Workmen who viewed 
them May 3o, for ſoldering them, who did not apprehend any 
Neceſſity of new-laying them. 

In the Second Bill there is 3 J. 11 s. 9 d. for the Repairs of 
the Inſide of the Chapel, As the Wainſcott being painted might 
be rotten without being obſerved, and could ſcarce grow fo in 
Six Months Time, Mrs. Hare is ready to allow this Article, tho' 
the thinks it charged at too high a Rate. But as for Window- 
Seats cracked by the Sun, that might very well happen during the

Summer, and if not, who ever reckoned ſach Things Dilapi- 
dations ? 

In the third Bill bearing Date 2874 of October, the four firſt Ar- 
ticles amounting to 11 /. 3 s. are for new laying a Gutter, and 
the Pretence for it was its being originally done in an unſkilful 
Manner, and not carrying off Water fo well as it might, on haſty 
Rains. 

Surely the Biſhop might as well have deſired the Rooms to 
have been diſpoſed in a different Manner, or the Windows turned 
on the other Side of the Houſe, that he might have been leſs in- 
commoded with the Sun : But what makes the Demand ſtill more 
extraordinary, is, that he has charged the ſoldering of this Gutter 
24h of June: So that he expects Mrs. Hare firſt to mend and 

then new make; he certainly would not trifle ſo with his own 
Money, and ſhould not do ſo with other Peoples. 
The fifth Article is 7 J. 10s. for 150 Yards of Stocco, the 
greateſt Part of which, according to Mrs. Hare's Information, had 
no other Fault, than being ſomewhat diſcoloured; and if it had, 
it is the Opinion of many, that Stocco on the Outſide of a Houſe, 
being only an Ornament, cannot efiter into Dilapidations, and that 
if the Breaches are ſtopped up, it is not neceſſary to do it with 
Stocco, but that common Mortar is ſufficient: However there 
was an Allowance of 1 I. 5 s. for repairing it, which was all 
that was neceſſary in May 30, 1740. The Three laſt Articles re- 
late to the Covering, and are ſwelled from 3 J. 10s. to 6 J. 15 5.a 
Difference to be very well accounted for by the Interval of Time. 

In the laſt Bill are two Articles for the Repair of the Garden 
Wall, one of 3 J. the other of 35 /. the laſt bearing Date 3 1/ of 
Auguſt, 1741, 16 Months after the Vacancy of the See; the Date 
of the other Article the Biſhop has only told us preceded that 
time, how long is not known: But if there were Occaſion for 
laying out the 35 J. when the 3 J. was, why was it not done; and 
if it was not, why is it charged to Mrs. Hare? 

In the Period of 16 Months, a Garden Wall might have been 
blown down, tho' ever ſo firm a one; but to ſhew how neceſſary 
ſuch a Repair was, the Garden Wall is now ſtanding, 23 Months 
after the late. Biſhop's Death, without it. | 5 

ITis indeed probable, that if all this Money was laid out upon 
the Wall, it would ſtand ſo much the longer before it ann 
n === 25 : *

freſh Repairs, and that if the Gutters were new laid and Arcade 
new leaded, it would be the longer before they wanted ſoldering; 
but for the ſame Reaſon the Biſhop might as well have expected 
his Houſe to be new built, as new Houſes are likely to require leſs 
annual Repairs than old ones. 


For theſe Reaſons Mrs. Hare hopes the firſt Eſtimate will be ad- 
gudged valid, with the Addition of 3 l. 11 s. 9 d. for the 
Chapel ( the Deſect of the Wainſcott of which might pojibly © 
have been overlooked for the Cauſe above aſſigned) eſpecially, 
as it will be extreamly difficult, if a new Eſtimate be taken, 
40 know what Repairs were neceſſary at the Vacancy of the 
See, and what have become ſo fince.

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The CASE between Mrs. Hare and the 
Biſhop of Chichefter about Dilapidations. 


On the Part of the Biſhop. 


OON after the Biſhop had been nominated to the See of Chi- 
cheſter, he received a Meſſage from Mrs. Hare by Mr. Con- 
way, that ſhe was willing he ſhould have the Refuſal of the Goods 
and Furniture of the Houſe at Ch:chefter, if he was diſpoſed to 
purchaſe them. The Biſhop anſwered (with Thanks for the Of- 
fer) That he ſhould be very willing to take all the Goods and Fur- 
niture, if they could agree about the Price of them. And in or- 
der to ſettie the Price, the Biſhop propoſed to Mrs. Hare by Mr. 
Conway, that if ſhe pleaſed to ſend one Appraiſer to Chicheſter, the 
Biſhop would ſend another, and what they agreed to be the Va- 
Jue of the Goods and Furniture, the Biſhop would be willing to 
give for them ; but in caſe the Appraiſers differed, then any ſuch 
Difference was to be adjuſted between themſelves. 
The Biſhop at the ſame Time propoſed to Mrs. Hare by Mr. 
Conway, That as to Dilapidations, if Mrs. Hare would order her 
BILLED ns or ON een Zopraifer 
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(7) 
Appraifer to appoint one Workman, the Biſhop would order his 
to appoint another, and that an Eſtimate of Dilapidations made 
by two Workmen ſo appointed ſhould be binding to both Parties. 
Mr. Conway then told the Biſhop, that in general the Houſe was 
in good Condition, but ſome Repairs were neceſſary to be done. 
He inſtanced particularly in the Chapel, where he ſaid the Wain- 
ſcott was very much decayed. He mentioned likewiſe the Bed- 
chambers up two Pair of Stairs in the Front of the Houſe, where 
he ſaid the Rain came in, and that the Fault was in the Leaden 
Gutters, which wanted to be taken up and new laid. He faid 
his Maſter had been ſo ſenfible of the bad Condition of this Part 
of the Houſe, that he deſigned to have the Tiling ſtript, and the 
Leaden Gutters new caſt, but did not live to ſee theſe Things done. 

The Biſhop received a ſecond Meſſage from Mrs. Hare by Mr. 
Conway, within a few Days after the former, to acquaint him 
that ſhe agreed to what he had propoſed to her by Mr. Conway 
about ſettling the Price of the Goods and Furniture, and eſtimatin 
Dilapidations. Mr. Conway then repeated what he had aid, 
when he was with the Biſhop before, concerning the Chapel, and 
the Bed-chambers, which the Rain came into. 

Two Appraiters were ſent to Chiche/ter, and each of them ap- 
pointed a Workman to eſtimate Dilapidations, and both of them 
agreed in an Eſtimate, amounting in the whole to 5 l 155. This 
Eſtimate was made in May, and the Biſhop never in the leaſt ſuſ- 


pected any unfair Practices, as to the Manner of making it, till. 


the September following. 
As the Biſhop mad been only nominated, and could not be poſ- 
ſeſled of the See of Chicheſter till the King's Return from Hans- 


ver, he ſpent that Summer at Cambridge, where in September a. 
Gentleman made him a Viſit, who had been that Summer at C- 


cheſter, He told the Biſhop, that he had walked round the Gar- 


dens, but ſaw nothing of the Palace excepting the Outſide, That 
he had obſerved the Stocco-work in the Front of the Houſe to be 
in a very ruinous Condition; That ſome Parts of it were fallen 
from the Walls ; That in a great many other Places it was ſwelled 
and projected from the Walls ſo as to be viſible to the naked 
Eye at a great Diſtance ; and was ſo bad that it would be ne- 
ceſſary to take it all down, and to have the whole Front of the 
Houſe new ſtoccoed, | | 


This. 
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| This Account fo ſurprized the Biſhop, that it determined him 
| to make a Journey to Chicheſter, which he did the October follow- 
ing, when he found the Stocco-work to be in ſo bad Condition 
that he new ſtoccoed the Front of the Houſe the next Summer. 
On inquiring how the Eſtimate had been made, he found that 
Mr. Conway had been at Chicheſter with Mrs. Hare's Appraiſer ; 
and that he had taken upon him to ſhew the Workmen the Houſe, 
-but had not ſhewn them the Chapel, where he himſelf had told 
the Biſhop, Repairs were neceſſary to be done. 
When the Biſhop returned to London, he ſent Mrs, Hare Word 
by Mr. Cummins, That as a Servant of her's had taken upon him 
1 to ſhew the Workmen the Houſe, but had ſhewn them only what 
| he thought fit, and not the whole Houſe, the Biſhop did not 
| think himſelf bound by the Eſtimate, but ſhould look upon it as 
- null and void. 
Mrs. Hare inſiſted on the Validity of the Eſtimate, and by Mr. 
| Cummins offered the Biſhop two Guineas, in Conſideration that Mr. 
Conway had forgot to ſhew the Workmen the Chapel ; the Biſhop 
[ refuſed to accept the two Guineas, but did at that Time, and ſeveral 
Times afterwards, propoſe to Mrs. Hare by Mr. Gell and Mr. Cum- 
mins either the making a new Eſtimate, or leaving the Matter to 
| Arbitration. 
| The Biſhop never received any Anſwer from Mrs. Hare, that 
[| ſhe agreed to either of thoſe Propoſals, till very lately, when ſhe 
acquainted the Biſhop by Mr. Cummins that ſhe was willing to leave 
the whole Affair to the Arbitration of the Biſhops of Sarum and 
Norwich. 

The Workmen did not ſurvey the Roof of the covered Paſſage 
in the Front of the Houſe, where the Rain came in much more 
than it did in the Bedchambers ; nor did they view the Garden- 
Wall, the much moſt expenſive Parts of the Dilapidations. 
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Q. — Whether by an Eſtimate that ſhould bind both Parties 
ought not to be underſtood an Efiimate made on a 
Survey of the whole Houſe, at leaſt of the moſt decay- 
ed and ruinous Parts of it, and not made under the 
Direction or Influence of the Agents of either of the 
Parties concerned? 8 
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My Loxps, 


have peruſed the Caſe, by which the Biſhop of Chichefter at- 
tempts to ſupport his Claims, and am ſorry to find him betray 
in it ſo defective and ſo uncertain a Memory, ſometimes remem- 
bring what no one elle can, and at others forgetting, what one would 
imagine muſt have made too ſtrong an Impreſſion to be ſo ſoon, 
ſo eaſily forgotten. 

In the ſecond Paragraph the Biſhop gives an Account of a 
Converſation that paſſed between him and Comoay, who told 
him, it ſeems, of the Ruinous Condition of the Wainſcott in 
the Chapel, and of a Deſign the late Biſhop had to ſtrip the 
Tiling, and new lay the Gutters, had he lived to put it in Exe- 
cution. Now muſt not his Memory ſtrangely deceive him, in a 
Thing he lays ſo much Streſs on, ſince Comvay is ready to declare 
on Oath, that the firſt he does not remember being mentioned, 
and the ſecond he never ſaid? Beſides, my Lords, what Likelihood, 
what Probability is there, that the ſame Perſon ſhould unneceſſa- 


Tily acquaint him with Repairs that were wanting in the Houſe, 
whom he afterwards repreſents uſing Unfair Prattices to hide thoſe 


very Wants from the Workmen who made the Survey? What Temp- 
tation, what Inducement could he have for the firſt, and what 
Benefit could he hope from the ſecond? Would not the Biſhop 
expect to find an Allowance in the Eſtimate for Repairs he had 
been told were neceſſary ones, and ſuſpect that Eſtimate as an un- 


fair one, where none ſuch was to be found? And yet he fays in 
Paragraph the 47h, he never in the leaſt ſuſpected it, till the Sep- 
rember following. Had there been any Conſciouſneſs of ſuch Prac- 
tices, as the Biſhop would inſinuate, would not the Payment of 


the Money have been haſtened, and a Receipt for it procured, as ſoon 
as poſſible, that he might have had the leis Time to diſcover what 
they were? The Thing, my Lords, ſpeaks for its ſelf, and were Con- 
way dead, and not able to anſwer for himſelf, the Circumſtances, in 


my humble Opinion, carry the ſtrongeſt Probability, that the Biſhop 


muſt be miſtaken in what he ſays paſs'd between Him and Conway, 
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at Cambridge. Whether his Lordſhip's Memory may have been ex- 


acter in this than the preceeding one, I will not take upon me to 
determine; but if it has, this is at beſt but a very imperfect Ac- 
count, as to the Quantity of Stocco wanting, and the Time it was 
ſo, from a Perſon who by his own Confeſſion took only a light 
View of it, and at a Diſtance, and who perhaps was no Judge of 
it: So that very poſſibly, what he took for felling and projecting 


from the Walls in ſome Places, was only the Effect of its being 


diſcoloured and grown black in others. Your Lordſhips know, that 
nothing is more eaſy, than by a Mixture of Light and Shade to 


deceive the Eye, and make an Appearance of Rifings and Fallings, 


where in Reality there are none : To make ſuch regular, and or- 
namental, muſt indeed be the Work of Art, but ſimply to pro- 
duce them mere Accident and Chance? The Biſhop, - to give 
more Weight to this Gentleman's Remark, adds, that this Defect 


was ſo great as.70 be viſible to the naked Eye. I would afk, if he ever 


heard of viewing Stocco through a Microſcope 'to examine the 
Parts of it more minutely? For my own Part I never did, and I 
believe no one elfe, except this is a late Improvement of his own. © 

The Sixth Paragraph is an Account of his Journey to Chicheſter 
in Oober, and of his new Stoccoing the Front the next Sum- 
mer (that is above a Year after the Vacancy of the See) and there 
is no Proof, whether he had any other Reaſon for doing it, even 
then, except the rendering it more beautiful to the Eye ; but if 
your Lordſhips are of Opinion, that Stocco on the Outſide of a 
Houſe is not Dilapidations, as is ſet forth in Mrs. Hare's Caſe, then

Were they refuſed Admittance into any Place they wanted to 151 ? 
Was not Green the Biſhop's Appraiſer along with them, as well as 
Conway? and. if ve. come to ſuppoſing, Why may one not as well 
ſuppoſe Green to direct and influence the Work men as Coruay? 2 
The Wainſcott in the Chape | was indeed overlooked, there is a 
Reaſon given in the Caſe hy that might eaſily be ſo; but as Greer 
knew there was a Chapel, had been in it, and attended the Work- 
men in the Survey, ſurely it is highly unreaſonable to lay this to 
Conway's Charge, and to 1 the Validity of the Eſtimate 
upon this Account. 1 

In Conſideration. of this Omiſlion with Regard to the Wainſcott, 
Mrs. Hare offered the Biſhop by Mr. Dicbenſon For 'Mr. Cummins) 
three (not two) Guineas, which was the Sum the Repairs of the 
Wainſcott were valued at by an indifferent Perſon. 

How the Biſhop in the Ninth Paragraph can confound the Per- 
ſons and Sums is fardrifing; If he can ſo forget Mr. Dicken/or's 
Viſit, and his Offers, I dare ſay, Mr. Dzicken/on will not the Bi- 
| ſhop and his Uſage. Nor ſhould I have imagined he would fo 
ſoon have wanted to be reminded of a Viſit I made him at Mr, 
GelPs, to tender him the ſame Sum. 

In the fame Paragraph, he mentions ſeveral Propoſals he made 

of leaving the Matter to Arbitration, whereas no one elſe remem- 
bers hearing the leaſt Syllable about ſuch a Thing, till it was pro- 
poſed to him from Mrs. Hare by Mr. Cummins (and then he fo long 


conſidered what Anſwer he ſhould. give, that he remained filent 


tor ſometime without giving any.) 

In the laſt Article he aſſerts, that the Workmen did not Sur- 
vey the Roof of the covered Paſſage i in the Front of the Houſe, In
